Alton Promoter's Name—The Midland 


Rapid Transit Measure # Special Order 
forthe Council Meeting Friday Even- 
fbq—chicago and Evanston Electric 
Ordinance Passed. 

Stuckart has found out who Henry 


‘Woetsdn is. All he seemed to know about him 


‘until recently was that the remarkable gas 
‘ordinance . recommended to the Council for 
passage recently bore his name. That name, 
there is reason to believe, stands for the Hyde 
‘Park Mutual Fuel Gas company. It was ex- 
' pected that the ordinance would be taken up 
‘and.deait with in some way at the meeting of 
‘the Aldermen last night.. But it wasn’t. 
There was not even a motion to make ita 
special order, though the Morse Electric- 
and Heat company’s ordinance, the 
' Sparr& Weiss Electric ordinance, and the Twin

“were accorded that favorable treatment, and 
they were made special orders for various 
hours next Monday évening. There is reason 
to believe that Aid. Stuckart, who introduced 
' the Watson ordinance, is weakening in refer- 


/ ence to it, and that it will be dropped. The 
identity of Henry Watson has been discovered, 


and Mr. Stuckart and some of his colleagues 
do not appear to like what they have learned, 
and it is said that they are disposed to steer 
clear of him and his associates. 

Who Henry Watson Ig. 

Henry Watson is an Englishman, about 55 | 
years of age. He settled in Ajton, Iil., in 
(1860. He was a stone mason by trade and be- 
came in couree of time a contractor. He has 
promoted a great many corporations in the 
West and his associates in business. are J, E. 
Hayner, President of the Alton Savings Bank 
_and of the [llinois Savings Bank of ‘ers 
W. H. Mitchell, John J. Mitchell, J. 
Mitchell, and Charies Randall, who came hon 
trom Alton. This combination, or some of 
the men named, with Watson at the head, 
built the waterworks at Alton in 1875, the old 
Union Depot at. St. the water-gas plant 
at Jackson, Mich., and a hotel and drive at 
the springs at Manitou, Colo. Watson ia the 
promoter and goes allover the country look- 
ing for profitable investments, with Mitchell 
and the others as his backers. The combina-

CLEVELAND AND RECIPROCITY. 

The reciprocity section of the tarif law 
provides that when the President shall be 
satisfied that any country producmg and ex-

There have been some dispatches of late to 
the effect that Secretaries Gresham and Car- 
lisle were feeling sere because the President 
and not they had nad exclusive charge of ap- 
pointmests in the -State and Treasury De- 
partments.
